However, kept properly housed 
and handled with nets or heavy 
gloves, there is no danger of being 
bitten. Jean Vasbinder takes care 
of the entire herd of mink. The 
hard-working father makes the 
cages out of heavy meshed wire.

azine article dealing with the 
WVasbinder project: 

The cages are about four feet 
long, a couple of feet wide and a 
little higher than wide. Each has 
a door in the top; a nest box 
which can be removed; a water 
‘vessel or two; a feed trough and 


- The magazine article tells of the 


one or two small platforms. 
The cages are set on wooden 
rails which keep them about six 
inches from the ground. The floor 
is the same mesh as the rest of 
the cage so all waste material 
falls through onto the ground and 
is easily cleaned out. 
ALWAYS HUNGRY 
The ration supplied to these ani- 
mals is a mixture of hamburger, 
canned fish and a commercial 
mink meal. They call the ani- 
mals minks but they are really 
| hittle pigs the way they go after 
their food. If the cage has two 
or three individuals in it there is 
| usually a battle royal and some- 
| times one or more of them gets 
bitten. The food costs from 40 
to 45 cents per animal a month. 
The Labrador minks weigh four 
to six pounds and have jet black, 
soft fur which is studded with 
longer black guard hairs. They 
also have a few white guard hairs 
mixed in. These white hairs are 
used by the furriers to distinguish 
the difference between real and 
artificial fur. 
The kits are born in the spring 
poe those that are to be pelted 
are transferred to cages in an air- 
conditioned shed in the fall. The 
fur primes in this climate in De- 
cember.

For years raw pelts of Labra- 
dor minks have sold at around 
$40 to $50 each, but recent heavy 
importations of trapped furs from 
Japan and Russia have lowered

Back in 1916, California’s vote 
elected Woodrow Wilson Presi- 
dent for his second term—after 
most of the United States had 
gone to bed helieving Hughes had 
won the election! 

And California, in the year 1940, 
may again hold a pivotal position 
in deciding the battle for the pres- 
idency. There are developments 
which definitely indicate it and 
some of the eastern political ex- 
perts are openly forecasting it. 

On one point, political bigwigs 
of both parties agree: 
York goes for Roosevelt, Willkie 
can only win by carrying Califor- 
nia, with its 22 electoral votes. 
And both New York and Califor-

18 more than the required 266. 
But if California should go for 
Willkie, it would be a Republican 
victory—by a nose! 

While both Democratic and Re- 
publican managers scoff, public- 
ly, at polls indicating that the 
race is so close nobody can figure 
it, privately they frankly concede 
that’s the situation. And as a 
consequence, California is about 
to become one of the hottest bat- 
tlegrounds in the whole U. S. A. 

With few votes to spare (and 
no one knowing who has. the 
spare parts) this state, with its 
22 electoral ballots, has become a 
prize almost beyond price. And 
don’t let anybody tell you differ- 
ent! 

In nine of the last ten presi- 
dential battles, California has vot- 
ed for the winner. Who will it be 
this year—Roosevelt or Willkie? 
You, Mr. and Mrs. California, may 
have to provide the answer!

New Book by Upton Sinclair 
Listed by Critics as His 
Best Book

“Defense for America’, the 
views of fourteen distinguished 
Americans, edited by William Al- 
len White, who is the chairman 


| of the Committee to Defend Am- 


erica by Aiding the Allies. 

Uppermost in the minds of 
Americans today is the problem of 
adequate defense for America. 
William Allen White, chairman of 
the Committee to Defend Amer- 
ica by Aiding the Allies, has 
sought to bring together between 
the covers of a single book many 
different points of view on this 
grave question. 

Mr. White, in his introduction, 
sounds a clarion call. His 
thoughts travel back through the 
years during which a free and 
truly democratic civilization was 
founded on this continent by pion- 
eers who knew the bitter struggle 
of poverty and gruelling hard 
work. Pioneers who faced it all 
and fought it through because 
they wanted that freedom and 
liberty which is the ideal toward 
which humanity has been striv- 
ing since recorded time. Today, 
he writes, “it is their bread we 
are eating. The liberties they 
have established, the freedoms 
they won, the comforts they did 
not know, they have passed on to 
us . . . Our country is the real- 
ization in stone and concrete and 


| steel and copper and iron and in 


a thousand soft benevolences of 
custom and usages, of their pion- 
eer dreams.” 

He sketches further the tide of 
immigration, the exploitation of 
an unrestricted labor market, the 
toil which was as great as that of 
the pioneers, and the reward much 
less. And so on—to the outbreak 
of the present war, Mr. White 
does not claim that war may 
surely overtake us. His greatest 
fear is rooted in the changing s0- 
cial order which has already en- 
gulfed the European continent. 
That social order which has been 
| erected on the theory that it pays 

to be kind, that the good neigh- 

| bor is the prosperous man in the 
\long run, that lying and deceit 
are a blight on all human rela- 
tions, that social order is threat- 
ened. 

Thus he feels that wherever the 
| fight for freedom and liberty of 
man goes on, there is the front 
| line trench. He has dedicated this 
pook to the defense of America—

SPAIN IS RELATED 


Letter From Barcelona Tells 
Of Food Shortage—Says 
Spain Pro-German | 





Telling of repeated rumors— 
seemingly too authentic for men- 
al comfort—that Spain is about | 
to declare war on England, speak- 
ing of food shortage in a we- 
haven’t-starved-yet manner that 
reveals an underlying general fear 
of famine, describing the rush of 
refugees, from destitute war vis- 
tims to fleeing royalty, the letter 
received by friends here from Mr. 
and Mrs. Leon L. Cowles of Bar- 
celona, Spain, is exceptionally in- 
teresting. 

Mr. Cowles is U. 8. ea 





in Barcelona and the letter (writ- 
ten by Mrs. Cowles in behalf of 
her very busy husband) was sent 
to their intimate friends, Arthur 
Tetter and his sister, Mrs. L. E. 
Griffith, 767 North Third avenue. 

In opening her latter, Mrs. 
Cowles told of a trip they made 
last May along the eastern coast 
of Spain and across the Pyrenees 
to Perpignan on _ the southern 
French coast. She wrote: | 

“We're giad we made that trip } 
for there never will be another 
like it. Now with German troops 
massed on the Spanish-French 
frontier, visas are impossible to | 
get and even refugee Americans 
have a difficult time getting per- 
mits to leave the country.” i 

(The reference to German | 
troops on the Spanish-French 
border would indicate the Ger- 
mans have occupied much more of 
France than had been generally 
known here). 

REFUGEES AIDED | 

The consulate staff members, 
Mrs. Cowles writes, have been 
working seven days in the week 
and sometimes all night in bring- 
ing American refugees from the 
French border. Many had re-| 
mained in France until the last 
minute, hoping France would not 
capitulate. They were in a state 
of hysterics and near collapse 
from fatigue and hunger. Of one 
particular group she says: 

“Our job was terrific—to get 
them all ‘checked in’, see if their 
visas and passports were in or- 
der, if they had enough money to 
take them to the U. S. A., and if 
not, to lend them Red Cross 
funds; then let them have a few 
hours sleep and send them off on 
a special train to the Portuguese 
border enroute to their ship at 
Lisbon.” 

ROYALTY FLEEING 

“Not only do we have Ameri- 
can refugees,” the writer says, 
“but also notables have been com- 
ing in droves, all enroute to Lis- 
bon. The Duke and Dutchess of 
Windsor were here two days . . . 
Everyone says they are devoted

pold’s three children and the 
Dutchess of Luxembourg were 
among.many others.” 

In referring to Spain’s pro- 
German attitude, Mrs. Cowles 
says: “There have been numer- 
ous ‘Gibraltar-for-Spain and 
Franco demonstrations . . - 
Gasoline is now 5 pesetas a liter 
($2.00 a gallon) and reported go- 
ing to 8 pesetas. Meats again 
are getting scarce. According to 
market vendors many commod- 
ities are being either hoarded or 
sent to Germany and Italy, How- 
ever, we are living well. Our food- 
stuffs arrived and we now are en- 
joying home-made white bread 
and pancakes and also have a few 
luxuries such as hot dogs, dried 
beef, canned hams, etc. Sugar is 
scarce.” 

Mrs. Cowles lamented the loss 
of a van load of 57 pieces of fur- 
niture and household furnishings, 
mildewed and rotting in the rain 
during an almost four months 
transit from the French port of 
Bilboa to Barcelona.
